Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants amendment filed 2/14/07 has been entered and made of record. 
With this amendment, claim 4 has been cancelled. Claims 32-36 are added new. 
Claims 1-3 and 5-36 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-13 of the remarks, filed 2/14/07, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-1 1 , 13-14, 16-18, 20, 22-23, 26-27 and 29-
